RAILROAD CIRCLES. 


A D eal M ade by th e A tchison W ith the 
M exican Central. 
B oston, June 5th.—Railroad circles here 
are excited over rumors of another gigantic 
consolidation, which puts the St. Louis and 
San Francisco deal in the shade. Again it 
is the Atchison, and this time it is believed 
that Boston’s two great investments—the 
Atchison and Mexican Central—are the 
principals. Director Magonn of the latter 
originated speculation on the subject bv 
saying his road would shortly follow up 
the policy shown in the St. Louis Company 
by another and more important deal. Yes­ 
terday at the closing hours the Btreet was 
startled by the story of the Mexican amal­ 
gamation. 
This was added to by the 
knowledge that President Wade of the 
Central was elected a Director of the Atchi­ 
son. The attention paid Mexican Central 
securities yesterday and to-day has been 
explained on various bases, but the Atchi­ 
son deal is the only one accepted. The 
financial articles in the papers all speak 
seriously of the deal, and point out how 
easy it would be to bring the two great Bos- 
toli properties together. The Mexican fives 
retired, then there would be the Atchison 
fours against the Mexican fours, Atchison 
incomes against Mexican incomes, and 
stock against stock. It is openly acknowl­ 
edged that the Atchison has made traffic 
arrangements with the Pennsylvania for 
an Atlantic outlet. Boston is carried away 
at the glorious immensity of its pet rail­ 
road stretching from Chicago to the City 
of Mexico, and from California to New 
York. 


SEATTLE, LAKE SHORE AND EASTERN. 
Tacoma, June 5th.—It has just transpired 
that recent negotiations lor the purchase of 
the Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern Rail­ 
road have been in the ¡Dterestof Jsv Gould 
and other New Yorkers. J. B. Pace, the 
wealthy Virginia tobacco planter, and a 
large holder of the stock, has been the 
prime mover in the matter, and it is now 
stated has secured a controlling interest in 
the road. It is also asserted that the road 
will be at once extended eastward to Spo­ 
kane Falls and connect with the transcon­ 
tinental road and north to connect with 
the Canadian Pacific. 


M ICHIGAN CENTRAL. 
Chicago, June 5th.—The case against 
the officials of the Michigan Central road 
for a violation of the interstate commerce 
law comes np for trial next week. The 
case assumes gigantic proportions. An old 
Michigan Central official says if $500,000 
would clear them they would pay. If not, 
they will fight the constitutionality of the 
law to the highest Courts.

All reports from France agree in this, that 
judging from the present outlook the crop 
of French prunes will be enormous. Prices 
will be lower than last season, and what is 
of importance, it is reported that packers 
in the prune district are preparing a por­ 
tion of their crop in California style for use 
in this market. 
This will make very serious competition 
with low prices and goods of the same gen­ 
eral character.

He meant to be 
absent nine months when he departed, but 
returned a couple of weeks sooner. 
Mr. Carroll, before he left for thej ungles 
and plains of Africa, promised stuffed lions 
to his friends of the Knickerbocker Club, 
and a large consignment of curios of that 
nature is expected to arrive in a short 
time. He went to Mamaroneck Li to-night 
to give what information he possessed to 
D. Wellis James, who is there at his coun­ 
try place, about the death of his half­ 
brother. Frank L. James, the African trav­ 
eler and author, who was killed in Africa 
on April 21st last by a wounded elephant. 


IN DIA N MASSACRE. 


Four H en K illed by a Band o l Intoxi­ 
cated Indiana. 
D en ver, June 5th.—J. A. Holt, pur­ 
chasing agent for the Importing Cattle 
Company, arrived here this morning and 
gives a brief account of the Indian massa­ 
cre which occurred in the upper Green 
river country several days ago. He says 
that a party of Indians that had become 
intoxicated 
with whisky, furnished by 
ranchmen, came to the camp of the Gov­ 
ernment surveyors and demanded more 
“fire water.” Being refused, the Indians 
attacked the party, killing Chief Engineer 
Crittenden, in charge of the third division 
of the Government Survey, and chain- 
bearers E. W. Timberlake, George Woods 
and Henry Overmeyer. Jesse Lee, Assist­ 
ant Engineer, was left upon the field for 
dead, but recovered sufficiently to get to a 
neighboring ranch, where he is now in a 
pecarious condition. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Secret Societies. 
N ew Y ork, June 5th.—A t the m eetingof 
the Reformed Presbyterian Synod the re­ 
port of the Committee on Secret Societies 
caused som e excitem ent and considerable 
discussion. 
A m ong others, Rev. Dr. John­ 
son, of Oakland, Cal., arraigned the Ma­ 
sonic Order severely. 
After a loDg debate 
a com m ittee was appointed to draft a set of 
resolutions indicative o f the sense of the 
Synod. 
Rev. Dr. Johnson, of Oakland, in his 
speech, said: “I believe the Church should 
take a stand against Masonry; but minis­ 
ters are afraid to come out and denounce it, 
because it is all powerfnl and its members 
are even in the pews of all churches. The 
Churches of the whole country are affected 
in the same way. The Pope of Rome had 
taken a stand against it, and it was just as 
important that other Christian denomina­ 
tions should also.” 
Tobacco and Gum. 
B u ffa lo , June 5th.—The United Presby­ 
terian Assembly is wrestling with the to­ 
bacco question, many favoring expelliDg 
members who use the weed. A surprise 
was created to-day when the new element 
showed itself to day in a well-formed pha­ 
lanx opposed to chewing gum. The latter 
say it is worse than chewing tobacco, and if 
one goes the other must. 
The report of the Committee on Reform

condemned, among 
other thiDgs. all laws respecting divorce not 
in accordance with Bible teachings. Em­ 
phatic resolutions were passed favoring the 
use of the Bible in the common schools. 
The report includes a request for the Pres 
ident to incorporate in the Thanksgiving 
proclamation proper recognition of Jesus 
Christ as the Supreme Ruler of the nation.

Austin, an old and respected member of 
the Chicago Bar, and who was prominently 
connected with the founding of the city ol 
Keokuk.^ Iowa, has been imprisoned by 
Judge KohUatt for the embezzlement of 
$6,954 from the funds of the estate of which 
he was administrator. Jndge Austin says 
his imprisonment is unjust; that he bor­ 
rowed money from the heirs to use in a 
financial venture.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IX THE SENATE. 
YY’a s h in g t o x , June 5th.—This morning iu the 
Senate the silver bill was taken up. 
Uiscock addressed the senate on the proposi­ 
tion of tree coinage. He believed the majority 
of the people were opposed to opening the mints 
to free coinage. 
The national Conventions of 
both political parties would by decisive major­ 
ities repudiate such a proposition. 
Senator Stewart delivered a speech explain­ 
ing how the demonetization ol silver was ac­ 
complished in 1875. An extract ol the speech 
was printed last Monday. 


IN THE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 5th.—In the House to-day 
McKinley, from the Committee on Rules, re­ 
ported a resolution providing that the House 
shall proceed immediately to consideration of 
the silver bill aud that the consideration con­ 
tinue until Saturday, when the previous ques­ 
tion shall be ordered. The previous question 
having been ordered on the resolution, forty 
minutes’ debate was ordered. 
Blount of tieorgia had uo objection to the time 
limited tor debate, but be was informed that 
the Chairman of the committee will be allowed 
to ofler the amendments which were admissible 
under the rules of the House. When they were 
oflered, there would be left uo opportunity to 
the minority to oiler any amendment. They 
would be giveu no opportunity on the part of 
the minority to ask the Bouse to vote on the 
free coinage of sliver. At the Republican cau­ 
cus last night there had been much discussiou, 
and it was necessary to whip iu the lrieuds of 
free silver by means oi this resolution. It has 
worked a shameful outrage on the minority. 
There were mauy men on the other side who 
would vote for free silver, but for fear of the 
President. The President was iu accord with 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and both were in 
accoid with YY’all street. 
Bland of Missouri said there was no doubt 
but that a large majority of the House favor un­ 
limited coinage. To prevent that from appear­ 
ing on the record, it was proposed to gag every 
Democrat in the Hot se aud many Republicans. 
Every gentleman who voted for this resolution 
voted against free silver. 
Cannon of Illinois said the resolution was 
simply a proposition that under the rules of the 
House, tne House should proceed at ouce to 
consider the bill of great interest to the coun­ 
try. The minority could offer every amendment 
to the bill they could under the general rules. 
The minority which was now clamoring for free 
coinage had held the House in the Forty-uiuth 
aud Fiftieth Congresses, but passed no bill for 
free coinage. They could not now fool the 
country or even fool themselves. 
The motion to reconsider was tabled—yeas 
124, nays 118.

MANY LIVES LOST. 


Cloudburst 
and 
Cyclones Do Lots of 
D am age. 


O m a h a , June 5th.—The Omaha Bee spe­ 
cial shows that the results of yesterday’s 
storm at Bradshaw were fully as bad as at 
first reported. 
The cyclone struck the place about 8:30 
o'clock, completely demolishing 
every 
building in town, instantly killing five 
persons snd injuring a score of others. 
The name3 of all the injured and the ex­ 
tent of their injuries have not yet been 
learned, as the wires have been down and 
everything is in confusion in the stricken 
village. 
LIST OF TH E DEAD. 
The killed are Mrs. Penner, three chil­ 
dren of John Shaw, and a young son of J. 
A. Brumsey. 
The injured a re : J. A. 
Brumsey, arm broken; Mrs. Brumsey and 
two daughters, Mrs. Cutshall and family, 
Mrs. M. Williams, an unknown immi­ 
grant, Nellie Dorsey, Mr. and Mrs. Miller 
and family, Dr. Moore, Mr. and Mrs. Key- 
ser, Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Babcock and three 
children. Willie Chapin, P. M. and T. 
Colby, J. N. Cook, Willie Heath, Mrs. 
Thomas, Mrs. Charles Miller, Mrs. E. 
Chapin and Mr. Shaw. The father of John 
Shaw is missing. 


DELUGED OF RAIN. 
A perfect deluge of rain and hail fell dur­ 
ing the storm. It came up so suddenly that 
few had time to seek a place of safety! The 
Burlington and Missouri station is de­ 
stroyed, telegraph wires are blown down 
and the freight cars blown and twisted 
about like paper boxes. The prairie around 
is strewn with dead hogs and fragments of 
buildings. The exact extent of the storm 
in the surrounding country is not yet 
known. 
The unknown emigrant in the 
above list of wounded was taken up by the 
wind and dashed against an elevator, re­ 
ceiving injuries from which he will die. 
Governor Thayer has ordered Company A 
to the scene of the disaster to stand guard 
until order is restored. 
Not a single building was left. Every 
business house was made a total wreck, and 
the principal street 
filled with 
ruins. 
A special trained was dispatched from Lin­ 
coln with physicians and other relief, 
and it was found that the Rnssian settle­ 
ment near town was struck and the report 
is that nine were killed outright. 
The 
physicians say that in all twelve are dead, 
eight mortally wounded, and 
perhaps 
twenty are hurt less seriously. 


LOTTERY 
LEGISLATION. 


N otice of an A m endm ent to th e Louisi­ 
ana Constitution G iven. 


N e w O r l e a n s , June 5th.—The point has 
been reached here where the lottery com­ 
pany feel strong enough to go ahead with 
their desired legislation. 
To-day, in the House of Representatives, 
Mr. Shattuck of Calcasien gave notice of 
his intention to introduce at some future 
day an Act providing tor the submission to 
the electors of the State for adoption or re­ 
jection an amendment to the Constitution 
of the State, bv inserting therein an article 
on levees, schools, charities, drainage and 
lotteries. Only one mention was made in 
the notice of the lottery, and there was. 
therefore, no excitement 
The Lottery Act itself, of which this is 
notice, will possibly come np during the 
last days of this week or certainly during 
the beginning of next week. 
The New Orleans Times-Democrat claims 
that the lottery party has obtained the 
necessary two-thirds in both houses, which 
wili secure the passage of the bill. On the 
other hand the New Orleans A’em Delta, 
the Arkansas lottery organ, says; 
“After a careful counting in the lower 
house and with strong probabilities of two 
or three more than the necessary one-third 
,in the Senate, Chairman Seip finally suc­ 
ceeded this morning in getting his special 
committee on the Foster and Goldthwaite 
resolutions together before the Senate met. 
The gentlemen met privately and the 
meeting was simply of a 
preliminary 
nature. 
“There was a great deal of discussion of 
the differences between the two sides re­ 
garding the propriety of acting upon the 
matters submitted to them for considera­ 
tion. Each Senator expressed his views of 
the matter. 
There was a disposition at 
least to be careful on the part of each 
other’s feelings in discussing the question. 
“No conclusion was arrived a t—in fact, 
it was not expected that a definite plan 
coull possibly be decided upon on the first 


day. A suggestion to adjourn until next 
Monday was inc orporated into a motion 
and fiually prevailed. It was thought that 
a recess of a few days might have a ten­ 
dency to bring about a harmony ot ideas 
as to the proper methods to be pursued.” 
The Senators were disinclined to make 
known the scope of the discussion to day. 
“Of course, I cannot speak for anyone 
else," said Senator Foster, “but, so far as I 
am concerned, there will be an investiga­ 
tion. as was originally intended.” 
The Special Committee will meet next 
Monday evening at 6 o'clock.

I/ONPON, June 5th.—Mr. Molloy, M. P , 
has patented a new proe.ss of separating 
gold from quartz by the use of mercury and 
electricity, by which 90 per cent, of the 
precious metal can be saved, instead of 50 
per cent, by the old methods. 
His apparatus consists of an iron disc 
spinning on the surface of a saucerful of 
mercury. In the middle of the disc there 
is an iron hopper, through which a stream 
ol water and the ore, which is previously 
crushed fine, descends upon the mercurv. 
By the centrifugal force developed by the 
disc, the ore is driven from the center of 
the disc, which keeps it pressed against the 
surface of the mercury. 
To prevent any waste of metal a solution 
of certain salts is placed in contact with 
the mercury. This solution is connected 
with the positive pole of a dynamo and 
the tuercurv with the negative. The solu­ 
tion is thereby constantly decomposed, lib­ 
erating oxygen and supplying hydrogen to 
the mercury, which is thus kept “quick. ’ 
The solution is cheap and the apparatus, 
with a capacity ot ten tons per dav, weighs 
only 500 pounds. 


Discovery in su rg e ry . 
London. June 5th.— Professor Gluck, a 
well known surgeon of Berlin, recently 
removed the diseased knee joint of a male 
patient and inserted an ivorv substitute in 
conformity with the discovery made a few 
months ago that this substitution was pos­ 
sible.

A REMARKABLE PROSPECTUS. 


An ultra-Germanic section of Wisconsin 
has organized against the native born 
Americans in that State. 
They say in a 
prospectus issued by a German order, that 
the native born Americans hate the Ger­ 
man 
language, customs and manners, 
and that this 
hatred 
has developed 
in laws aimed against 
the 
German 
language and the German people, and 
that there are “wicked” designs and plots 
against Germans that the native horn 
Americans foster and encourage, and 
against all such Germans must organize. 
This is the rankest folly that has been 
manifest in this country yet. If the devil 
has not got possession of the wits of the 
Germans who are in this new movement, 
he soon will have, and control all their 
thoughts and actions. For cool and brazen 
falsehood we do not know of any thing to 
equal this wonderful pronunciamento. 
It is wholly untrue that native born 
Americans hate Germans, their manners, 
their tongue or their customs. The man 
who penned the sentences referred to knew 
that he was writing a lie when he put the 
pen to paper. The Germans have hereto­ 
fore everywhere been recognized as a law- 
abiding and frugal, and an altogether de­ 
sirable element of population. 
It is only 
in recent years that from the German 
ranks, 
disturbers, 
anarchists, 
radical 
socialists and revolutionary agitators have 
sprung. But when we except these, the 
American people have nothing to com­ 
plain of concerning Germans, but a great 
deal to he proud of. That in Wisconsin 
they have been misled into a clannish or­ 
ganization in antagonism to the American 
citizen is for the present more to he re­ 
gretted than to be feared. 
The laws of Wisconsin require that 
schools, to be recognized as such, in the 
State system, must teach rudimentary 
branches in the English tongue in which 
the laws are printed. 
Because of this 
simple and reasonable provision, the Ger­ 
mans related to the Catholic and Lutheran 
Churches have been priest-led into mani­ 
festations of which their children will 
grow to he ashamed. Xow, we are told 
that because the State that has by a lawful 
majority of its people .decided that the 
English language is the language of the 
State, that there is made an assault upon 
the German tongue. 
These misguided 
people overlook the fact that the same law 
of which they complain provides for the 
teaching of the German language in 
every Grammar school in the State of 
W isconsin. What more would the Ger­ 
mans have? By their pronunciamento 
they practically say we want the English 
language forbidden in the schools. That 
is the inevitable result of the policy they 
are pursuing. 
If this clandish disposition augments 
much ; if foreigners in this country are to 
continue to organize to promote foreign 
ideas and tongues, and to enkindle race 
animosities, there will presently come 
about a serious and damaging contention. 
It seems to us inevitable if policies such 
as the Wisconsin Germans are pursuing 
are further insisted upon. The American 
nation is not to be made up of groups of 
people contending each for the supremacy 
of their particular tongues and customs. 
When foreigners come among us and 
assume the obligations of citizenship, we 
expect them, not to forget fatherland, not 
to abandon their love for the old home, not 
to cease to speak, if they choose, their 
native language, hut to be citizens in 
spirit and 6inoerity; to aid us in building 
up a powerful nation of freemen; to be­ 
come of us, to intermarry with our daugh 
ters, and to become absorbed by the Ameri­ 
can idea. We do not expect and cannot 
consent that they remain here in clans and 
groups, antagonistic to that unity of in­ 
terest, spirit and sincerity among citizens 
of which the union of States is typical. 
It ought to lie the proudest boast of the 
naturalized citizen that he Is an Ameri­ 
can citizen. But if behind the oath of 
his allegiance there is a reservation of pre­ 
ference for the Government to which he has 
forsworn allegiance; if his Americanism 
is but a cloak and a pretense, and he voices 
these deceits, he will certainly kindle to a 
blaze the spark of discontent that has been 
born of recent manifestations by foreigners 
that will sweep the country in a fiery 
wave of revolution. We ought to pray 
devoutly that no such calamity will over­ 
take us, but if it does it will be chargeable, 
not to any antagonism by the native to the 
foreign-horn, but wholly and only to the 
insane jealousy and clannishness that is 
made manifest in such documents as some 
of the Germans of Wisconsin are said to 
have issued. 
There is in this whole matter consola­ 
tion and safety in the knowledge that by 
no means all the Germans in this country 
unite in the foolish declarations of those 
in Wisconsin. There is a very large con­ 
servative body of citizens, born Germans, 
who are as thoroughly American as if 
native to the soil. They view with disgust 
and shame the folly of their countrymen 
in the State named. They are sincerely 
attached to the American idea, and are as 


loyal to Americas, institutions as any citi­ 
zen can be. They are an intelligent, law- 
abiding, patriotic and desirable people, 
and they are to be found in large numbers 
in every community. To these strong, 
sensible, clear-seeing and sound-thinking 
citizens we look to administer the rebuke 
that is needed for those of their nativity 
who have entered upon the direct road of 
trouble in this matter of antagonism to 
American institutions. 


THE STRUGGLE IN LOUISIANA. 


The whole country will watch the, 
Legislative inquiry in Louisiana with 
profound interest. The question of bribery 
by the lottery managers has been com­ 
mitted to a committee composed equally 
of friends and of opponents of the monster 
iniquity. We may, therefore, look for two 
reports to be made, and thus the whole 
subject matter ' will come back to the 
houses of the Legislature unsettled. The 
only gain the Legislature may make will 
be in the submission to it of such testimony 
as may be taken. The debate in the 
Louisiana Senate on the 23d of May on 
the lottery question is said to have been 
one unparalleled in the history of the 
State for heat, vigor and general exhibition 
of had blood. 
The orators for the lottery monster 
opened the debate in ridicule of those who 
were so “holy” that they could not consent 
to the gaming evil being clothed with 
the State raiment of authority. But Mr. 
Foster, President of the Senate, and an 
anti-lottery leader, took the floor and re­ 
plied in terms that alarmed the lottery 
folks and brought Mr. Goldthwaite to 
his feet with an apology for the indecent 
method of discussion chosen by the oppo­ 
sition—we say opposition, for fortunately 
the anti-lottery people have the affirmative 
in this matter, and are pushing measures 
antagonistic to continuance of the vitality 
of the lottery concern. As the debate pro­ 
gressed on the day referred to, the charge 
was made that the anti-lottery people were 
afraid to meet the opposition in open de­ 
bate. To this President Foster replied in 
these words, which serve to illustrate how 
heated is the discussion that is now racking 
Louisiana: 
“So we are to break up th at old party (Demo- 
eratic) th at upheld our rights w hen the stars 
aud bars w ent down in defeat and gloom by 
subm itting a resolution of investigation into 
allegations of corruption. Why, sir. read the 
substitute. There is the wedge of disruption. 
There is the key to the whole situation. There 
are indicated the consequences of this effort of 
the lottery com pauy to lasteu its fangs upon 
the body politic. There is another god th at de 
m ands your worship and th at god is the gam ­ 
bling god. T hat is the issue. Whom w ill you 
worship, God or m am m on ? The Dem ocratic 
party or the Louisiana Lottery Company ? T hat 
is the question th a t is ringing iu thunder tones 
over Louisiana and appealing to the loyalty of 
the m em bers of th at party. 
W hich will you 
choose? The banner of Democracy, around 
w hich clusters all the glories and the trium phs 
of the past, around w hich clung all through the 
dark days ot reconstruction the affection of the 
people of this Mate, or the banner of the gam ­ 
bling god w hich is throw n to th e breeze to-day, 
and w hich you are called upon to bow down 
and w orship? As in 1876 this institution sold 
out its creator, the Republican party, so in 1890, 
as surely as the sun shines in the heavens, it 
w ill sell out th e Dem ocratic party. Conceived 
in sin aud born in iniquity, buying its way 
through the Radical Legislature of 1868. it is 
not strange th a t to-day it is striving to prosti­ 
tute the Louisiana Legislature to its own evil 
purposes. Choose ye betw een the two !” 


SACRAMENTO AND THE COMING CON­ 
VENTION. 


A meeting is soon to be held to put on 
foot the necessary activities for the recep­ 
tion and entertainment of the Republican 
State Convention. When it shall have 
been resolved what form these should take, 
the people should second heartily every 
movement to carry out the programme. 
The Convention comes to this city by 
special invitation and under the promise 
that Sacramento will defray all the ex­ 
penses of the session. This the city of 
Sacramento can well afford to do, and it 
will be to her infinite credit to do more. 
We ought to make our hospitality so gen- 
erom and free that the delegates, who will 
come from all parts of the State, will go 
home deeply impressed with the character 
and importance of the city and disabused 
of false impressions concerning it. There 
must be no dead-and-alive reception and 
entertainment ; no half-hearted and merely 
formal greeting. At the same time there 
is no necessity for making a great deal of 
“fuss” about the matter. What we do, let 
us do unostentatiously, modestly, and with 
no vanity. 
The place of meeting will, of course, he 
the State Capitol, and incident to its 
preparation for the session, there will be 
expense. Then we should see to it that 
the delegates have jiersonal attention ; that 
they are comfortably housed; that they 
are given to understand that the Sac­ 
ramento latch-string hangs out; that as 
citizens of the Capital City of California 
we know our duties and our privileges as 
hosts, and that we are not niggard in dis­ 
charging them. The representatives of 
the great party must he shown the city to 
the best advantage, given to understand 
what are her claims and what her re­ 
sources. They must feel the force of so­ 
cial attentions, and he made to realize that 
there was entire sincerity in inviting them 
to come. 
In short, Sacramento Republi­ 
cans must resolve that their State Conven­ 
tion shall have such a dignified, proper 
and generous reception as is worthy of the 
greaty party and the body. Having so re­ 
solved, they should see to it that the reso­ 
lution is carried out to the letter. 


F o r the twentieth time the Grand Jury 
of San Francisco has entered its protest 
against the continuance of the so-called 
Industrial School of that city. It is little 
more than a school ol crime, where the 
neophytes in lawlessness are educated in 
the higher arts of criminality. 


P r e s i d e n t C a r n o t has done the right 
thing in releasing the young Prince of the 
House of Orleans. He has been under 
lock and key for sixteen weeks, and effect­ 
ually taught to resjiect the power of the 
republic. His pardon will strengthen the 
Administration materiallv.

According to the O akland papers of yes­ 
terday, Rev. I. E. D w inell, for so m any 
years pastor of the C ongregational C hurch in 
this city, was lying dangerously ill of heart 
disease.

Dr. D w inell left th is city several years 
ago and took up his residence in O akland, 
w here "he accepted a professorship in th e 
Pacific Theological S em inary.

Mr. B ornck w as in d ig n an t and w rathy. 
“ I t’s a d irtv, sneering attack ," said he, “and 
a sham eful in su lt to th e G overnor, and to 
every m an w ho signed th e petition for the 
pardon of th a t fellow M cC arthy. 
It’s a 
m ost contem ptible slur, and I have tele­ 
graphed M cC arthy’s attorney to m eet m e 
to-m orrow m orning at m y office in San 
Francisco, an d I ’ll have an understanding 
there. T h e G overnor has granted Mc­ 
C arthy a pardon, and h e's the only person 
in w hose behalf I ever interested m yself. I 
bad know n h im since he was a lad three 
years old, an d n atu rally felt an interest in 
h im .” 
“ W ill th e G overnor pardon S w alm ?” 
asked th e reporter. 
"N o, he’ll 
n ot,” said 
th e Secretary. 
“Sw alm w ill never be released w hile Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an is in office.”

less 
th an eight 
pounds, although m any had been placed on 
th e slab w eighing from tw elve to tw enty- 
tw o pounds. 
H e said a ra n dow n th e Sacram ento 
riv er in the early part of the m o u th had 
failed to find an y violator of the fishing 
law . 
H e also reported th at th e cases of the 
Chinese arrested for illegal fishing som e 
m onths ago were settled on M ay 15th, fonr 
of the C hinese paying fines of $85 each, 
and four others $50 each. 
H e stated th at $150 had been paid into 
th e treasury of M onterey county from 
Italian s caught fishing w ith too sm all 
m eshes. 
T he closest efforts have failed to 
discover evidence of any explosive being 
used in the rivers. 
T he report also stated th at th e traffic in 
fem ale deerskins had been broken up. T he 
deerskins consigned by L. Lobree to the 
Saw yer T an n in g Com pany are still held, 
and it was recom m ended th a t they be kept 
until an ow ner appeared for them , w ith a 
view to prosecuting him .

THE COUNTY FATHERS FALLING VIC­ 
TIMS TO THE MALADY. 


Oratory the Order of the Day—A Good 
Field for the Fourth of July Com­ 
mittee to Work. 


The Board of Supervisors met again yes­ 
terday morning, all the members being 
present. 
Overseer Warren, of Road District No. 
10, asked the Board to assist him In meet­ 
ing demands against his district. He said 
he had been authorized by the Board to 
have work done in his district to the 
amount of $500. He had incurred an in­ 
debtedness of $400, of which he conld pay 
$300 from road taxes, but would need $100 
from the general fund. 
Mr. Bates was opposed to allowing Mr. 
Warren anything until after he collects in 
all the road taxes possible and applies the 
same to his district’s indebtedness. 
Mr. Warren said he had paid his men as 
he went along, and as to his individual 
claims he was willing that they should lay 
over. 
Several members of the Board expressed 
themselves as opposed to Mr. W arren’s re­ 
quest, saying he should wait until the taxes 
come in next January. 
Mr. Warren said he was a poor man, but 
he supposed he could struggle along until 
that time if the Board did not see fit to help 
his district to the amount of $100 until the 
money should come in. 
Alter some further discussion the matter 
was dropped, the Board taking no action 
thereon. 
A communication was read from George 
Ohleyer, President of the Anti-Debris As­ 
sociation, reminding the Board that the 
charge had been made that hydraulic min­ 
ing was in proeress at Iowa Bill. and ask­ 
ing if the Board had any evidence thereof. 
If so, and the Association were informed of 
the fact, it would take the necessary steps 
to investigate. The letter was placed on 
file.At the afternoon session a communica­ 
tion was received from Justice W. A. 
Henry, criticising some remarks made by 
members of the Board on the preceding 
day in reference to the Justices’ Courts do­ 
ing business that belonged to the Police 
Court. 
Mr. Greer wanted the letter read, and 
Messrs. Tebbels and Bates opposed it on 
the ground that this was finance day and 
the communication had nothing to do 
with the financial business of the Board. 
Chairman Ross ruled that the letter 
should be read, against tbe protests of 
Messrs. Tebbets and Bates. 
The letter was simply an explanation by 
the Justice to tbe effect that he was not re­ 
sponsible for business being brought to his 
Court. 
The letter was placed on file, Messrs. 
Bates and Tebbets voting no. 
“By a strict party vote!” exclaimed Mr. 
Bates. 
“It’s a perfectly respectful letter,” said 
Mr. Ross. 
“Who went and got it?” demanded Mr. 
Bates. “I’ll bet vou that Judge Henry 
never brought it in !” 
Although the "debate” was apparently 
a rather warm one, there was a spirit of 
humor underlying it all, and all the dis­ 
putants were laughing when they got 
through, Mr. Bates winding it all up with 
the remark : “Well, this Board’s run now 
as a purely Democratic institution!” 
The Chairman then proceeded to call off 
some hospital bills, and Mr. Bates de­ 
manded that they should be explained. 
This brought Mr. Greer to his feet. “Mr. 
Chairman’” said he, “the rule is that all 
bills against road districts shall be certified 
to by the Overseers; and now here’s one 
on which the ink is not dry, which has no 
such certificate, but Mr. Bates has signed it 
as correct. Now, sir (with a wins) Mr. 
Bates poses as an economist, and as the 
watch-dog of the treasury, and I'd like to 
have him explain this bill.” 
“Oh,” said the Chairman, “Mr. Bates 
probably has a friend in that district whom 
he wants to help. I guess it’s all right.” 
Mr. Greer washed off his war-paint and 
sat down, and the dove of peace once more 
perched over the door of the Supervisors 
room. 
A few bills were then ordered paid, and 
somebody suggested a recess until to-day, 
when Mr. Greer said; 
“Hold on. we’re going to make a Great 
Register before we get through.” 
“W hat!’’ exclaimed Mr.Tebbets, “you’re 
not going to insist upon a new register!” 
“That's just what we’re going to do,” re­ 
plied Mr. Greer. 
“And put the county to an expense of 
$2,000 or $3,000!” demanded Tebbets. 
“Two or three thousand!” broke in Mr. 
Bates. “It’ll take seven or eight thousand! 
That's right—divide up the money among 
everybody!” 
' 
“Well,” asked Mr. Tebbets “what’s the 
matter with letting the subject go over till 
to-morrow?” 
“No, sir,” said Mr. Greer, “I don’t want 
the siiver-tongued orator from the First 
District to prepare one of his powerful 
speeches to-night, and then come here to­ 
morrow prepared to talk me down. If 
there’s any speech-making to be done, let 
us have it out now.” 
But the others were not ready, and the 
matter went over. 
Then tbe Supervisors went pleasantly at 
the task of auditing claims, and kept at it 
until the hour of adjournment. 
KNOCKED OUT. 
The E ight-H our M atter D iscussed and 
D ropped by the Supervisors. 
The eigbt-hours-a-day business was ven­ 
tilated again in the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday afternoon. The members were 
all in the best of humor, and when Super­ 
visor Tebbets, of the Committee on Con­ 
tracts, submitted a report favoring the 
acceptance of the bid of C. H. Rott & Co. 
to paint the Court-house and Hall of Rec­ 
ords for $585 50, be added that the commit­ 
tee bad met with some embarrassment 
ow inctothe objection made by Walking 
Delegate Frye, of the Confederated Trades, 
against letting the contract unless it pro­ 
vided for eight hours a day for the men 
employed. He said the committee, after 
due consideration of the matter, had come 
to the conclusion that it was something 
they had nothing to do with—that it lay 
with the contractors. 
Mr. Bates said be would not allow any­ 
one to dictate to him what should or 
should not be inserted in any contract 
that he had anything to do with. The 
painters had their own union, and could 
settle the matter of hours among them­ 
selves. 
Mr.Greer aho had some ideas of bis own 
on tbe subject. He said tbe enforcement 
of eight hours a day would ruin his busi­ 
ness of fruit-growing, if made to apply 
thereto. The law, in his opinion, related 
only to State work. 
Chairman Ross quietly pufied his cigar, 
and nodded approvingly when Mr. Greer 
sat down. 
The spirit of Demosthenes seemed to 
have taken possession of the members, 
and the debate continued. Mr. Bates said 
he bad advised tbe “silk-bat walking dele­ 
gate” to get some carpenters’ tools and go 
to the country and go to work eight hours, 
or ten hours, or just as many hours as be 
saw fit to. 
Mr. Greer said he would like the matter 
to lay over a little while, and it was so or­ 
dered. 
Later in the afternoon it was taken up 
again, and tbe report of the committee 
adopted without further debate.

eyes. All these advantages can be had by 
the use of this material at small cost, as 
there are r.iany extensive deposits on this 
coast.

As a preventive 
of rust on iron pipes placed under ground 
it is in general use in nearly all parts of 
tbe world.

A POINT FOR CRANKS. 
Is a B atter O ut W hen H it by His Own 
B atted B all? 
Thequestion asked of the R ecobd-Union 
the other day by a baseball enthusiast of 
Folsom has raised a point among those 
who claim to know the rules, and 
there has been no little amouut of dis­ 
cussion on it ever since. The question 
asked was as follows: 
“A batter knocks a pop-fly and starts to 
run to first base. The ball, in descending, 
strikes him on the back. Is be out under 
tbe rule that a runner hit by a batted ball is 
out?” 
The R ecord-Union’s answer was: “Yes; 
the man was out for interfering with a 
batted ball.” 
O'Neill, of the Oaklands, says that, in 
his opinion, the man should not be de­ 
clared out, but that the umpire should call 
“foul bail” and allow the man to bat over 
again. 
Umpire Fisher holds to the same view, 
claiming, with O'Neill, that tbe batter, 
when runniDg from home to first base is 
not running on fair (but foul) ground— 
that is, he is outside the direct line to first 
base, and being struck by a batted ball 
while on such ground, should be allowed 
to bat over again, as in the case when a 
batter bits a ball in front of the plate and 
is struck by it while be is starting to first 
base.At any rate, there is a nice point in the 
question, and the R ecord-Union will pub­ 
lish Umpire Sheridan’s views on the case 
tbe next time he appears here. 
THE HARVEST IS HERE. 
A nother Man M ade H elpless and Robbed 
in a K -Street Den. 
It is generally supposed that the Barbary 
Coast locality in San Francisco contains 
about as bard a class of humanity as any 
part of tbe earth can boast of, but it is 
"dollars to doughnuts” that two or three 
small blocks in this city contains more 
thieving dens and more thugs and robbers 
to the square acre than can be found in the 
worst part of the Barbary Coast. 
Between Second and Fourth, K and L 
streets, there are about a dozen so-called 
“saloons” that are nothing more than rob­ 
bers' dens, and the crealures that run 
some of them should long ago have been 
placed behind the bars of the State Prison. 
These dives are maintained wholly on the 
proceeds of the robberies committed within 
their walls. They are simply places of 
rendezvous for ex-convicts and known 
thieves, and tbe man who enters one of 
them does bo at the peril of being robbed 
and perhaps killed, if killing be necessary 
in order to get bis money. 
Scarcely a day or night passes that one or 
more persons, ignorant of tbe vile charac­ 
ter of these dens of infamy, are drugged,' 
robbed and beaten. The last to come to 
light was that of a young German who 
came here from Díxod, Solano county, on 
Wednesday, fresb from tbe hay-fields of 
that bucolic locality. He bad considerable 
money in bis inside pocket, and started out 
to see the sights. 
About half past 1 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing, after doing a portion of tbe lower part 
of the town, be found himself in the notori­ 
ous Chicago Beer Hall, on K street, near 
Second. This is tbe place in which Jack 
Williams robbed a man recently, for which 
act be is now breaking rock at Folsom. 
Tbe Dixon man was pretty fall when he 
went there, and soon completed the task of 
loading up. Tbe usual gang of thieves 
were present, and they soon made the dis­ 
covery that he bad $27 about him. When 
he whs sufficiently drunk they set to work 
to rob him, aud did it openly before the 
bar, and witnont tuuch trouble. 
Drunk as he waa, the victim realized 
what had happened, and began making a 
fuss. One of the habitues of the place 
went outside, and the fellow with the 
“swag” was about to follow, when the 
former—who discovered officer Wagner 
near by—beckoned to bint to stay back. 
Tbe officer saw the signal and made a 
rush for the place, but before be conld get 
inside tbe lights were pat oat and tbe 
doors locked. Wagner therefore had to 
content bimself with arresting the fellow 
on tbe outside, who is now in jail. 
He of course knows who robbed the 
coanlrytnan, but refuses to talk. The vic­ 
tim says he could identify tbe fellow who 
took the moDey ont of his pocket, if he 
should see him, and be spent all of yester­ 
day and last evening searching the dives 
for him. but could not find him. 
And yet tbe place in which this bare­ 
faced robbery was committed is licensed by 
tbe authorities, as aie others on K and L 
streets. How do tbe decent citizens of the 
city like it? 
Police Court Notes. 
In the Police Court yesterday Jennie 
Nervine wzs acqu'tud of the charge of 


grand larceny. The complaining witness 
was a yonng foreigner, and thoogh he 
swore the woman took bis money, there 
was no corroborative testimony, and tbe 
defendant testifying that she bad nothing 
to do with the man, she was discharged. 
Charles Pierson was allowed to leave 
town. He had been convicted of vagrancy, 
but having expressed a desire to go to work 
near Freeport, he was given an opportu­ 
nity.

Several weeks ago an elderly man went 
to the police station with his son, a boy 
probably 8 years old. After Court was over 
the father took the boy in before Judge 
Buckley and wanted him reprimanded be. 
cause he stayed out late at night and some­ 
times absented himself from school without 
permission. The father thought a warn­ 
ing by the Judge might have the desired 
effect upon the lad. Accordingly, Judge 
Buckley gave the boy some good advice, 
believing that he had as good a home as 
a youth could wish for, and parents who 
were anxious for his welfare. 
It appears, however, from recent observa­ 
tions, that the father of the lad might have 
been a better subject for the Judge’s advice 
than the little boy. The other day he was 
seen on J street so drunk that he was una­ 
ble to take care of himself.

Since this is the case, it is not to be won­ 
dered at that the little fellow does not re­ 
turn hotue with punctuality at night. He 
has good reason for not doing so, if the 
parent is in the habit of returning to his 
home in the drunken condition in which 
he was seen on the street. 
HEALEYS HEARING. 
A Judge R enders a V erdict in the Cele­ 
brated H orse Case. 
Everybody that reads the papers has 
read of the celebrated horse case in which 
F. Camenzind was the plaintiff and Daniel 
Healey the delendant. The former sued 
the latter to recover possession of a horse 
wbich he had sent to Healey's bone-yard 
to be killed, but which Healey bad cured 
and rendered valuable. 
Healey refused to part with the horse on 
the demand of Camenzind, and set up a 
counter claim for $130 for services rendered 
in curing the animal.

la rs o f th e sad afteir cou ld not be learned. 
A d etail o f troops w as sent out th is after­ 
n o o n r.nder L ieu ten an t H ardiuian to over­ 
ta k e and capturo'lhe In d ian s it possible. 
T h e k illin g of*the fa m ily and th e burn­ 
in g o f th e ranch b ou se near P antan o h ave 
n ot b een confirm ed, and there e x ist m an y 
d oubts of th e k illin g . 
It is about tw en ty- 
five m iles froei here w here the M exican 
b o y w as shot, and if th e P antan o outrage 
be true th e renegades are goin g north to­ 
w ard the reservation. 
T h is afternoon three M exicans cam e in 
'from a cam p seven m iles n orth o f T ucson 
and reported' In d ian s near there. 
A party 
Of arm ed citizens hurried to tb eca m p , but 
n o Indiana w ere found there. 
T h e alarm w as caused by a band o f eig h ­ 
teen A paches w h o are o ff the San Carlos 
•Reservation w ith passes h u n tin g and g ath ­ 
erin g cactus fruit. 
T h ey have b een seen in 
th e v icin ity ot P antano, n orth and east o f 
T u cson , several tim es during the last ten 
days. 
T h ey are all arm ed, aDd the recent 
k illin g of H ardie at R ucker canyon has e x ­ 
cited th e ranchers, m iners and others. 
It is believed by som e o f th e stock m en 
on th e San Pedro river that th e K id and 
h is band are w ith these A paches from th e 
reservation endeavoring to strengthen h is 
forces. 
T here is m uch feelin g expressed against 
th e p olicy of a llow in g In d ian s to leave the 
reservation on passes, especially as they are 
■armed, for ranchers, m iners and travelers 
h a v e n o m eans o f k n o w in g w hether 'they 
are hostile or frien d ly. 
T hat there is a band o f them n ow in the 
m ou n tain s near here is w ell estab lish ed by 
m ore than a dozen reliable citizens—citi- 
eenE w h o have seen them m any tim es dur­ 
in g the last ten days. 
Á large party o f citizen s o f T ucson, 
ranchers and stock m en are organizing to 
in terview th e band, w h o w ill have to re­ 
turn to th e reservation or fight w ith in th e 
n ex t few hours. T h e people are determ ined 
to keep th e A paches on their reservation, 
and if found ru n n in g at large w ith arm s, to 
treat them as h ostiles.

mood trips. Naturally the Pennsylvania 
Company, from its railway connections, 
will be able to reduce the cost to each trav­ 
eler to a minimum. 
The profit to the company comes from 
the increased patronage over the long-hanl 
from Philadelphia and New York west­ 
ward. Practically no money is to be made 
from the traveler over thia profit of trans­ 
portation rates, so the excursion is reduced 
to a cost basis. That is the way the sys­ 
tem has been managed for several years 
past. It has been under the direct super­ 
vision of the passenger departments of the 
company. 
Vestibule trains, dining cars, ■electric 
lighting and all the latest comforts of mod­ 
ern railways are furnished. 
When the 
delegates to the recent Pan-American Con­ 
gress were here, general attention was at­ 
tracted by the palatial way they moved 
around the county. 
The Pennsylvania 
folks think they need no better indorse­ 
ment of their excarsion system than that 
trip, for then they really joined with the 
Government in the work of entertaining 
the visitors, and the whole country ap­ 
plauded the way the sight-seeing journey 
was accomplished. 
In March last George W. Boyd, Assistant 
General Passenger Agent 'of the Pennsylva­ 
nia system, was here. 
He came from 
Mexico after the passenger agents’ meeting 
there, traveled this way with George Kors- 
burgh, Jr., <Jf the Southern Pacific Passen­ 
ger Department. 
If be was not very fully 
informed of the attractions of the State for 
Eastern excursionista, it was noDe of Mr. 
Horshurgh’s fault, and Mr. Judah of the 
same department, and Mr. BeDell, the 
cocapanv s Coast agent, also directed his 
attention to the State’s Btrong points, cli­ 
mate and otherwise. 
Mr. Boyd, with the observing view of 
the skilled railway man, saw for himself 
things he had only half imagined before, 
and the present excursion announcement 
is doubtless due very largely to his inüu- 
«nce. He spoke very emphatically of the 
need of making California better known, 
and said that with better advertising and 
better facilities for travel there is no limit 
to the number of people who will come 
here both winter and Rummer. 
The Pennsylvania tours will begin about 
October next. Vestibuled trains will run 
through to San Francisco from New York. 
Agents of the line will relieve travelers of 
every care, but the plan is to allow excur­ 
sionists the greatest freedom after arrival 
here. They will be restricted to no listed 
hotels, and may go where they please dur­ 
ing the time of their ticket limit, prdbablv 
six months.
